THE PEOPLE'S PULPIT 


Sermon by 
CHARLES T. RUSSELL, 
Pastor Brooklyn Ta®ernacle 


JESUS NO LONGER A MAN 


Begotten and Bern of the Spirit, 
“Put to Death in Flesh, Quick- 
ened in the Spirit.” 


London, April 23.--Pastor Russell 
preached in London Tabernacle to<iay | 
to a crowded house. His theme was 
the resurrected Lord, no longer a man, 
but ascended where he was before— 
made partaker of the divine nature. | 
His text was, “He was put to death 
ia flesh, but quickened in spirit’ (1. 
Peter iii, 18). The speaker said: | 

In the past those of us who contin- | 
wel to believe in the resurrection of | 
the dead, held some inconsistent theo- | 
fie: respecting the matter which serv- 
ed to wake the resurrection doctrine 
the more absurd in the minds of 
those opposed. For instance, we 
eluimed ‘<nat the Logos, the Son ot 
Goc, left the heavenly or spirit uature 
gud, according to the Scriptures, was 
made flesh, and that He was resur- 
tected from the dead a human or 
fesuly being and ascended to heaven 
Wita a body of flesh. In the same 
breath we acknowledged that human 
nature is a little lower than the an 
gelic; and thus, while still wishing 

» hunor the Redeemer and to see wi- 
dow and love in the Heavenly Fath 
er’. Plan, we assumed that tne Sav 
iou., since His ascension, has had 
body inferior to that of the angel: 
and out of harmony with His su: 
toundings; and that this is tu be t 
all eternity a part of the cost of hu 
man redemption. 

How absurd! Do not the Scriptures 
particularly tell us that in His resur 
tection the Son was highly exalted by 
tue Father, far above angels, prince 
palities and powers and every name 
tnat is named? Do they not tell u- 
tuat “flesh and blood cannot inherit 
ths Kingdom of God?” Do they not 
tell us that the elect Church, in order 
to ve the Bride of Messiah and His 
associate in the heavenly Kingdom, 
Must be “changed, in a moment, in 
ta twinkling of an eye,” in order | 
t...t she may be made like Him, and 
because ‘flesh and blood cannot in- 
berit the Kingdom?” We have been 
tov careless in our stud: of the Di 
vine Word. On this subject, as upon 
others, we have assumed that our 
luretathers of the “Dark Ages” under. 
stuod the matter thoroughly. We for- 
zo. that those who lost so much ot 
the Holy Spirit that they could burn 
fellow-Christians at the stuke were 
quite likely to be more or less con- 
fused on all questions. Put “the path 
of the just is as a shining light, suin- 
bing more and more unto the pertect 
day,” and it is now our privilege tc 
leat. the way of the Lord more per 
fectly, in the light now shining upon 
tu Bible through the aid of our won- 
derful concordances and other Bible 
study * ips. 
~vur difficulty on this subject arose 
‘rom our failure to understand that 
human and spirit natures are distinct 
anu that God has provided two dis 
tinetly different salvations for man 
kind—the salvation of this Age being 
*xciusively spiritual, while thut of the 
bext Age will be exclusively human 
We are not to think of these nutures 
as blending, but, according to the 
Lord’s Word, we are to view them as 
distinctly separate. Whoever is of the 
fuman nature is earthly, feshly, 
whether perfect or degraded Who 
ever is of the spirit nature is heaven 
ly. whether perfect or degraded. Thus, 
when “the Logos was made flesh and 
dwelt among us,” He was human 
tough unblemished. And the fallen 
angels are still spirit beings, although 
cut off from Divine favor and fellow 
ship. In other words, human nature 
is not an imperfect form of spirit 
QButure but a totally separate and dis 
tinct nature, 

‘the Logos, the Only Begetten ot 
the Father, “was made flesh” (John 
» 14). He was not a spirit being in- 
tarcerated in a body of flesh and 
wearing it a8 a& garment, or living 
in it as a house. He became |:k- 
others of the race, except that “He 
was holy, harmless, separate from sin- 
hers,’ while all others are sinners, 
imperfect. Like other men, the man 
Jesus was not a dual being-—a spirit 
being living in a human frame. He | 
was merely human, | 

Lit the Redeemer became a dua! be- 
Ing when He received the begetting 
of the Holy Spirit at the time of His 
buptism. Thenceforth, for three and 
a half years, until His crucifixion, 
He was dual. The flesh was the 
same; but the spirit-begetting receiv- | 
ed from the Father constituted Him a 
nev Ego, a new person. He not only 
thereafter had new hopes, based upun 
Divine promises, but He had a new 
tuind or new will specially illuminat- 
ed, quickened, enlightened by the | 
Holy Spirit. From the time of His 
baptism His flesh (all t! it belonged | 
to His human nature) was given up 
bo die in the carrying out of the Heav- 
enly Father’s purposes. Thenceforth | 
th. Spirit-begotten One waited merely 
tor the accomplishment of His sacri- 
fie according to the Father’s will, | 
an for a new body, a glorious spirit 
body, in the resurrection—His com- 
pleting or perfecting as a New Crea- 
ure.

London.—What Premier Asquith de- 
scribed as “This Venerable Guildhall, 
without whose seal of approval no 
popular movement in London is really 
launched,” witnessed a meeting for 
the adoption of resolutions pledging 
the city to the support of Anglo-Amer- 
ican complete arbitration. 

The lord mayor of London in his 
searlet robes, and with the mace in 
front of him, held the centre of the 
temporary stage. On his right was 
the prime minister, at his left the for- 
mer premier, Right Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, leader of the opposition in the 
house of commons, while massed 
about the lord mayor were the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the archbisho! 
of Westminster, Lord Strathcona, hig 
commissioner of Canada; Sir Joseph) 
G. Ward, premier of New Zealand; | 
and other notables. Over their heads | 
the Union Jack and the Stars and) 
Stripes were entwined. | 

Mr. Asquith and Mr. Balfour spoke | 
eloquently of the treaty proposed by | 
“resident Taft, declaring that it would 

wark a new era in civilization, but 
both pointedly disclaimed that a 
peace pact between Great Britain and 
the United States providing for a sub- 
mission of all differences to arbitra- 
tion would mean an alliance between | 
the two countries. 

Mr. Balfour warned his hearers, 
than whom, he said, none in the 
world felt more the burden of prepar- 
ing for war, that the treaty would 
mean no immediate reduction of arm- 
aments. The meeting represented the 
democracy. Among those on the plat- 
form were the bishop of Hereford, the 
Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, Sir George H. Reid, high 
commissioner of Australia, and the 
banks, railways and steamship com- 
panies of England. 

Premier Asquith said in part: “The 
unique situation we have met to re- 
cognize and welcome has not been 
organized or engineered by the ap- 
paratus of diplomacy. The seed which | 
the president of the United States 
oapred fell on ground prepared to re- 
ceive it. That which a few years ago, 
even a few months ago, might have 
been regarded as the dream of ideal- 
ists, has not only passed into the do- 
main of practical statesmanshin, but) 
become the settled purpose of two}

After declaring that the projected | 
treaty implied no menace to the rest) 
of Europe and did not provide for an} 
Anglo-American alliance, aggressive 
or defensive, the premier continued: 

“But we may hope and believe that) 
other things will follow. It is not for) 
us to dictate or to preach to other na-| 
tions, but if the United States and) 
Great Britain renounce war, a step} 
will be taken of immeasurable and 
incomparable significance in the on-) 
ward progress of humanity.”

London.—The Standard hopes that
